A China National sir Corpo:ation (CNaC) plane landed at the Tsinan airfield 
where three cars were waitiig which were rushed to the plane immediately 
after it stopped. The pilos and passengers were loaded into the cars which 
drove off toward the city. 


2. Only a few soldiers and guerds were at the airfield. 
3. Immediately after this incident the Communists began to camouflage the plane. 


4. A Chinese naval. officer aboard the plane is said to have been a courier 
carrying documents from Nan<ing concerning Chinese naval plans and policy.
